Where God’s heart was grieved, we 
wanted to extend His love. God wants us to stand in the gap 
between Him and those who are lost, just as Jesus, who sits 
at the right hand of the Father, continually interceding for us 
day and night.

i | nity is the essence of the Triune God. Biblical unity 

is needed to do the will of God-to fulfill the Great 
Commission and expand the Kingdom. For the Church of 
Jesus Christ to influence the whole nation, unity must be 
sought. Unity in the vision and mission of the Kingdom, and 
knowing the heart of God, is the key to revival and 
transformation. Unity releases a corporate anointing, 
authority, and blessing for the nation. One of the great 
strategies of Satan is to divide and conquer. A divided and 
broken church is weak and powerless against the powers of 
darkness. The Church throughout Cambodia must be united 
if we want to see a national breakthrough and revival. A 
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divided church cannot heal a divided nation. Instead of 
warring together as a united church against Satan, who is the 
real enemy, we fight against and injure one another. 


Humility is the key when standing in the gap for unity. We 
must reach out to meet others. We must pray with and for 
one another, we must fellowship with one another, we must 
honor and respect one another despite our different 
denominations and churches. 


This is our heart! And we have seen God do amazing things 
through our unifying efforts. We have reached out through 
prayer at different dormitories, churches, houses, and 
attended a youth prayer movement. God moved powerfully 
among the dormitory and university students. We also held 
combined youth camps, evangelistic soccer matches, youth 
conferences, and youth revival meetings. 


Youth Revival Meeting in Phnom Penh 
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This is what the Lord stirred in our hearts to pray and 
unify around within the Cambodian church. We began a 
weekly prayer meeting at a local prayer house. God revealed 
to us the need for Christian leaders and pastors to work 
toward reconciliation and unity for God’s Kingdom. I was 
given contacts of senior denominational leaders and elders 
within Cambodia. At first I did not dare to reach out to them 
as I felt that I was young and unknown, but the Holy Spirit 
kept stirring my heart to call and invite them for dinner. I 
shared with them how the Lord wanted us to pray and fast 
for 3 days, specifically for reconciliation and unity. 


Praise the Lord that I took that step of faith. I called and 
invited them for dinner, despite financial shortages, and 
shared the vision for the 3-day prayer and fast. Around 20 
senior elders and leaders responded. After the senior 
leaders’ dinner meeting, I had spent all of my money. This 
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created doubt in the call of God as I saw that there was a 
great cost financially and in the mobilization processes, both 
individually and corporately. 


After one month of the senior leaders meeting, we called 
another meeting for leaders and pastors. Again, this was a 3- 
day prayer and fasting event. This time, there were around 
80 leaders and pastors who responded to the invitation. The 
Lord touched their hearts to give an offering for food and 
help pay for the hall. 


In 2015, before the 3-day prayer and fast, we held two 
meetings. The first meeting was intended for missionaries 
from different organizations to pray together for 
reconciliation and unity among the foreign missionaries in 
Cambodia. We asked God that, instead of focusing on 
building their organizations, they would come to build God’s 
kingdom here. The second meeting was a mixture of 
missionaries, local leaders, and pastors who came together 
to ask for forgiveness, pray for another, bless one another, 
and work together for God’s kingdom. 


In October, 2015, the 3 day-prayer and fast started with 
whole-day rotations of different churches leading praise and 
worship, preaching, and praying. Leaders from different 
denominations and generations humbled themselves to pray 
and fast together for reconciliation and unity for God’s 
Kingdom. God has empowered the Church to influence 
nations for Kingdom impact. We hosted 12 nations to come 
and worship together in the land of Cambodia-to stand 
together and to contend for her destiny.

| f we want to have the fire of God continually burning 
in our hearts for His kingdom, it involves the sacrifice 
of our time, finances, comfort, pleasure, and the reordering 
of our priorities for Him. The burning fire of God in our 
hearts will not let us quit despite hardship, shortage, or 
attacks from the adversary.

In 2014, I was diagnosed with a serious lung disease 
(inflammation) and almost died due to vomiting blood. I was 
in aroom alone, extremely faint, and weak. The doctor told 
me that I would not live long due to holes in my lung. 


My short and last breath of prayer was, “Lord, I am too 
young to die! I want to serve You more.” Then the presence 
of God entered and His hand was laid upon my lung. From 
that time on I declared I was healed. It was a life threatening 
experience in the midst of His call to advance His Kingdom. 


In 2019, my wife had an operation to remove a huge brain 
tumor. It too was life threatening, or if the operation had not 
been successful, could cause a nervous breakdown. It was an 
intimidating experience in the midst of His call to advance 
His kingdom. I almost quit serving God, and His purpose and 
assignment for my life, due to the severity of attacks on me, 
my family, and ministry. 


We almost lost our lives on the mission field. We were also 
threatened with the killing our family and ministry as I gave 
my whole life for the sake of His kingdom. But the fire of God 
stood me up again and again. After these intense battles, we 
experienced breakthrough in our lives, families, and 
ministry. God has restored us. 
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Joseph went through rejection, betrayal, accusation, and 
discouragement, but God used it to prepare him for His 
purpose-to save, not only his whole family from famine, but 
the world. God has destined us to bless Cambodia, the 
nations, our families, and His ministry. When we take care of 
His kingdom, God takes care of us. When God calls, He 
surely provides. He continues to provide in many tangible 
ways for many Kingdom events, missions, and outreaches as 
we do what He calls us to do through trust and obedience. 
Vision comes before the provision. When we obey the vision, 
the provision comes. 


We thank God for raising us up and strengthening us from 
life threatening incidents. We thank God for His purpose for 
us to encourage His Church to experience the power of His 
resurrection in our daily lives. We will not retreat nor regret 
the giving our lives fully to Christ and His Kingdom.

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Part 10: Personal Reflections of the 
Centennial Celebration in Cambodia 


B elow are 10 lessons I learned through reflecting on 
the Cambodian Centennial Celebration held on 


January, 27-28, 2023. We served on the executive committee 
for prayer mobilization during the event. 


1. The power of the seed of God’s Word, which was 
planted over the last 100 years, has brought forth a great 
harvest in Cambodia. Christians in every sphere of 
influence are now representing the Kingdom of God. The 
body of Christ is diverse, but has come together to honor 
Christ and His Word. 

2. Blessing has been sown by the early pioneers, fathers 
and elders in the faith and the Gospel, who paved difficult 
paths during the last 100 years. These early pioneers gave 
their lives to the Gospel. Because of that, blessings now 
flow to future generations. Our work is to develop a 
culture of honor and build what’s necessary to bring the 
different generations together. This will bring healing, 
reconciliation, and unity whereby blessings flow. 

3. It was a great opportunity to pray for the government 
and other authorities as the event opened relationship 
building. Christians had great favor with the government 
officials. There is now greater spiritual unity and favor for 
corporate worship or crusades in the near future because 
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of the possibility of applying for use of a stadium or other 
spacious public areas. 

4. The large event was mostly funded from by locals. It 
took a big step of faith to book the place and everything 
else when the budget was not enough. We thank God for 
His miraculous provision and big surplus. As the locals 
continue to arise in sacrificial giving by faith, God will 
send help from other nations. 

5. The event helped bridged the gap between the locals 
and missionaries. We have learned to honor one another 
and can work together for the Kingdom of God. The work 
and calling of one another is now valued. 

6. The event also exposed the woundedness of the body 
of Christ as we worked together. But as we asked for God’s 
grace to help, we found healing. Relational healing and 
reconciliation will bring greater unity around the Gospel 
and the Kingdom for the next events. 

7. Strong prayer and worship effected everything that 
happened. We honored prayer and worship above any 
work, funding, or technicalities. All of these are good, but 
prayer and worship will guide us into God’s plans, 
strategies, and provision. 

8. As we worked together, we brought different ideas, 
ways and experiences to the table, but sought after 
common agreement. We learned to see the big picture in 
the Kingdom of God, honoring our differences, and 
changing us to accept one another. We learned to pray for 
another though we are different. We learned to respond 
to criticism and opposition as a part of our character 
development. We learned to love those who have 
differing perspectives, or are not in our tribes. 

9. The Spirit of God moved and mobilized not only 
individuals, but top leadership within tribal groups, 
denominations, and governmental institutions. The event 
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touched the leadership of the land. As the leadership 
goes, so goes the nation. Any institutional or 
organizational change has to begin with the leadership. 

10. This event was just the beginning of a greater spiritual 
event-the birth or breakthrough of other movements in 
Cambodia.
